So here we are, six months later. How 
time has trudged. 


But the calendar does not lie. On 
Thursday, we will be half a year 
through the Trump Era. And, contrary 
to his signature promise, America 
seems less great by the day. Nor are his 
other promises faring particularly well. 


There is no sign of progress on that 
border wall, much less any idea how 
he is going to make Mexico pay for the 
thing. His promise to preserve Medicaid 
and provide health care for everyone 
has dissolved into a GOP bill that 
would gut Medicaid and rob millions 
of their access to health care. 


Meantime, the guy who once said he 
would be working so hard he would 
seldom leave the White House spends 
more time on golf courses than a 
groundskeeper. 


But for all that Trump has not achieved, 
there is, Ithink, one thing he indisputably 


has. He has taught us to live in a state 
of perpetual chaos and continuous 
crisis. Six months later, the White House 
commands the same horrified attention 
as a car wreck or a house fire. 


In that sense, last week’s revelation 
that the Trump campaign, in the 
person of Donald Trump Jr., did in fact 
collude with a hostile foreign power 
to influence the 2016 election was 
just another Tuesday. Sure, it might 
have been shocking from the Bush or 
Obama campaigns. But under Trump, 
we live in a state of routine calamity. 


Besides which, a few days from now, 
there will be something else. With 
Trump, there inevitably is. Things can 
always get worse—and usually do. 


And when they do, we can count on 
the GOP, that inexhaustible fount of 
righteous outrage, to stand tall and 
courageously look the other way. For 
almost 20 years, the party has never 
seen a minor episode (“Travelgate”), 
a sheer nothing (Whitewater) or even 
an international tragedy (Benghazi) it 


could not turn into Watergate IJ. Yet, 
as credible accusations of treason, 
obstruction, collusion, and corruption 
swirl about this White House, the GOP 
has been conspicuous in its acquiescent 
silence. It seems the elephant has 
laryngitis. 


But the rest of us can’t stop talking. 


Indeed, from the studios of CNN to 
the bar stools of your neighborhood 
watering hole, amateur psychoanalysis 
has become America’s favorite pastime 
in the last six months. Dozens of 
theories have been floated, all aimed 
at answering one question: 


What is wrong with him? 


But I have come to believe that question 
misses the point. Sixty-three million 
people voted for this. And make no 
mistake, they knew what they were 
getting. It was always obvious that 
Trump was a not-ready-for-prime-time 
candidate, but they chose him anyway. 
And the rest of us need to finally come 
to grips with the reason why. 


What Is Wrong with Trump? 


It wasn’t economic anxiety. As a study 
co-sponsored by the Public Religion 
Research Institute and The Atlantic 
reported in May, people who were 
worried for their jobs voted for Hillary 
Clinton. But people who dislike 
Mexicans and Muslims, people who 
oppose same-sex marriage, people 
mortally offended at a White House 
occupied by a black guy with a funny 
name, they voted for Trump. 


That’s the reality, and it’s time we quit 
dancing around it. 


This has been said a million times: 
Donald Trump is a lying, narcissistic, 
manifestly incompetent child man 
who is as dumb as a sack of mackerel. 
But he is the president of the United 
States because 63 million people 
preferred that to facing inevitable 
cultural change. So I am done 
asking—or caring—what’s wrong 
with him. Six months in, it’s time 
we grappled a far more important 
question. 


What in the world is wrong with us? 


Is Notion of a Genderless Humanity Going Too Far?

We don’t even have pronouns for this. 


That’s what accounts for the clumsy 
grammar of the statement parent Kori 
Doty issued about Doty’s newborn 
baby, Searyl Atli Doty. For that 
matter, it also accounts for the clumsy 
grammar of the sentence you just 
read. 


Anyway, Kori Doty’s statement read: 
“It’s up to Searyl to decide how they 
identify, when they are old enough to 
develop their own gender identity. I 
am not going to foreclose that choice 
based on an arbitrary assignment of 
gender at birth based on an inspection 
of their genitals.” 


Of course, a baby human is not usually 
a “they” but a “he” or a “she.” Thing 
is, though, Kori Doty, who identifies 
as a non-binary transgender person 
-- stay with me, now—has decided that 
the child, born in Canada “outside the 
medical system,” will not be saddled 
with gender. 


As reported last week by CNN, that 
argument apparently won over 
officials in Canada, who issued the 
baby a “health card”—as a civilized 
nation, Canada has universal health 


care—that does not specify gender. 
Gender Free ID Coalition, a group that 
crusades against gender identifiers on 
government documents, sees this as 
an important step toward that goal. 
We are told that Searyl may be the first 
baby in the world with a genderless 
government ID. 


As noted, the English language is not 
ready for this. For all its splendors, 
English offers no gender-neutral 
singular pronoun except “it.” Who 
wants to be an “it?” 


If the language is not ready, well, 
truth to tell, neither is your humble 
correspondent. It’s a jarring realization. 


I have, after all, long taken great 
pride in supporting LGBTQ freedom. 
Marriage equality, adoption rights, job 
protections, I have demanded them. 
Restroom ID laws, “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” and so-called “religious freedom” 
measures, I have fought them. 


But in the notion of a genderless 
humanity we arrive at the proverbial 
bridge too far. Yes, I know some people 
are born anatomically neither male 
nor female. I’m not talking about them. 


Nor have I any beef with the child born 
into a male body who feels emotionally 


estranged from that body and takes 
steps, whether surgical or cosmetic, 
to rectify the problem. Good for him. 
And her. 


What I have trouble with is the idea 
that we somehow commit a sin against 
enlightenment when we identify that 
baby’s body as male in the first place. 
What I find problematic is the notion 
that we should look upon this child 
with his XY chromosome and a little 
stub of flesh between his legs that 
will someday be capable of producing 
sperm, and pretend we have no idea 
what he is. 


I’m sorry, but that’s just silly. 


I am reminded of those people who 
would end racial prejudice by having 
us all claim to be “colorblind,” i.e., 
pretend we don’t see race. But 
prejudice doesn’t come because we 
“notice” so-and-so is black. Rather, it 
comes with the assumptions we attach 
to that fact. 


Similarly, the question here is not 
whether Searyl is a boy or girl. No, the 
question is, what will we assume that 
either one means? 


So it seems to me the energy some 
are putting into denying the reality of 
infant genitalia would be better spent 
trying to assure that it means as little 
as possible, trying to create a society 
where girls who play with trucks and 
boys who play with dolls are as free as 
any other children to construct their 
own lives and identities according to 
their own design. Fight the sociology— 
not the biology. I tend to think Searyl 
would thank us for that. 


The English language would, too.

The High Toll of 
a Bridge’s Many 
Blunders

Besides its appearance in the iconic 
movie Saturday Night Fever and serving 
as New York’s longest suspension 
bridge, the Verrazano Bridge connecting 
Staten Island and Brooklyn is infamous 
for charging what has been deemed the 
nation’s most expensive toll. Yet local 
residents there pay less for a round trip 
across the double-decker, multi-lane 
bridge than those here for a round trip 
across the two-lane Mid-Bay Bridge. 


That is, unless it’s crossed 32 times in 
a month. That’s when the Mid-Bay’s 
version of a frequent flyer program 
kicks in, slashing the four dollar cash 
rate in half and the SunPass rate of 
three dollars by a third. But this two- 
dollar toll exceeds 50 cents per mile, 
which is considered expensive by 
national standards. 


To put it in perspective, at this rate, 
traveling the entire 493-mile Florida 
Turnpike from central to south Florida 
would cost nearly $250. Fortunately, 
it actually costs less than one-tenth 
as much. 


This is because turnpike tolls are set 
using the CPI, with the index serving 
to determine affordability based on 
personal income versus cost of living. 
The Mid-Bay Bridge, on the other hand, 
sets its tolls according to its debt versus 
projected number of vehicle crossings. 


Though the projections are sometimes 
off, it’s the bridge’s ballooning debt 
that baffles—and irks—area residents 
the most, jumping from its original $83 
million to $285 million in 2015. Despite 
the burgeoning debt, nearly $90 million 
was spent building a bypass road, Spence 
Parkway. It also commands a hefty toll— 
$1.50 by SunPass and two dollars by tag. 


The bridge’s most recent toll hikes 
were said to be due to a tangled web 
of refinancing, along with lower-than- 


projected vehicle crossings. Yet interest 
rates have been low since the bridge’s 
1993 completion. And just how many 
more vehicles could be expected to 
squeeze onto a two-lane bridge that’s 
already often snarled during peak 
tourist season? 


Obviously, costs need to be trimmed, 
efficiency improved and vehicle 
crossings increased. First, ditch the 
staffed tollbooths constructed before 
the state implemented tolling by license 
plate. This would eliminate staffing 
costs and greatly expedite vehicles 
moving on and off the bridge. 


And forget counting the number of 
crossings. Take a cue from the Verrazano 
Bridge and reduce fares based on 
affordability and addresses. The tolls 
for Staten Island residents enrolled in 
New York’s EZ Pass pay $5.50 instead 
of $11.52 per round trip. This is less 
than one-third the pay-by-mail rate of 
$17.A comparable rate for the Mid-Bay 
would be around $1.50 or slightly less. 


Of course, the bridge needs to start 
generating more income. And with only 
two lanes that are too-often jam-packed 
during peak season, the best time to 
increase traffic is in the long stretch of 
off-season. Right now, the outrageously 
high toll prevents most local residents 
from making a quick trip to a shopping 
center or restaurant or even taking a 
part time job a couple days a week. This 
would be a boon for businesses looking 
for winter customers and employees 
year round. 


Last but certainly not least, if the 
bridge were utilized to capacity year 
round, fares for all could be reduced. 
Why keep gouging tourists when 
neighboring Panama City Beach has 
a plethora of spacious new toll-free 
roadways open or on the way? 


Who then will be left to pay the high toll 
of the Mid-Bay Bridge’s many blunders?

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Notes from the Apocalypse

Leonard Destin founded Destin, 
Florida, between 1845 and 1850. He 
was a fisherman, and for more than 
100 years, the primary industry was 
commercial fishing. Recreational 
fishing became popular around 1950. 
Destin was the self-proclaimed “World’s 
Luckiest Fishing Village.” Things 
change. 


When I moved to Destin in 1977, 90 
percent of all boating activities involved 
fishing. If someone had spent all day on 
a boat, you could bet that they’d been 
fishing. Today, 90 percent of boating 
in Destin involves something entirely 
different. 


Between jet skis, pontoon boats, 
porpoise watching boats, boats that 
drag people up in the air in parachute- 
things, pirate ships, go-fast boats— 
even contraptions that shoot you up in 
the air on a jet stream of water—most 
boating activity in Destin involves 
something that is definitely not fishing. 


Destin is known for its white sand 
beaches. Anyone who doesn’t know 
that has been living under a rock. Or 
at least they’ve been living in an area 
that our Tourist Development Council 
has not been able to reach with its 
advertising. 


But in many circles—and they aren’t 
small circles—Destin is known for 
something else. 


There are two men in Destin who— 
more than anyone else—make this 
town special. They have been working 
for almost 50 years at the same job. 
One day at a time, one hull at a time, 
Buddy Gentry and Steve Sauer have 
been building boats. 


Two quiet men have run the most 
impressive operation in Destin since 
1973. They built boats for many years 
off of Benning Drive. The finished 
boats, on a makeshift trailer, would 
travel the short but perilous journey to 
the boat ramp on Joe’s Bayou for the 
splashdown. In 2000, they moved the 
operation to the waterfront in Freeport. 


It started in 1973. Gentry was a 
charter boat fisherman. Sauer, a recent 
engineering graduate from LSU, talked 
him into building a boat. They learned 
to fiberglass, and since there wasn’t 
much to do in Destin in the winter, 
they built a boat. They worked on a 
38-foot Infinity hull and then went on 
to build 15 of the classic 31-foot open 
boats. 


There have been more world records 
set on G and S boats than on Bertram, 
Hatteras and Viking boats combined. 
They’ve built 52 boats over the years. 
There are currently G and S boats in 
the Bahamas, St. Thomas, Hawaii, 
Australia, New Zealand, Gabon, 
Morocco (Casablanca), the Cape Verde 
Islands, Panama, and Costa Rica. Many 
of those boats have fished all over the 
world. 


The French Look and the French Look 
II and the Madam and the Hooker 
(mother ship operations that carried 
G and S fish boats with them) are 
responsible for many of the line-class 
world records set on the boats. The 
French Look has 82 world records. 


Their first big boat was the Mollie. It was 
built for Jim Waitsman and captained 
by Cecil Woodward. That boat was later 
renamed Big John, and it is owned and 
captained by Todd Allen. Mr. Waitsman 
built another Mollie. That version was 
captained by Jeff Shoults and is now 
named Papi. Mr. Waitsman built a third 
Mollie. It is also captained by Shoults— 
it wins tournaments every year—and 
it docks beside the Papi and the Hey 
Baby (an original 31-foot G and S) at 
Harbor Docks.

You don’t have to be an expert on boats 
to recognize the beauty of G and S 
creations. They have clean lines. They 
are not too extravagant. They are built 
to fish. 


The boat being built now may be their 
last. It is a 52-foot boat originally 
commissioned by Stewart Campbell, a 
world-renowned fisherman who passed 
away a few years ago. 


There are ports around the world, 
exotic places that few of us will ever 
visit, where people know about Destin. 
What they know about us has nothing 
to do with promotional advertising. 
They don’t know about all the tourist 
activities. They don’t care about being

pulled about in a parachute-thing or 
taking a ride on a pirate ship. 


What they know about us has been 
made possible by Buddy Gentry and 
Steve Sauer and the remarkable boats 
they have built. They know about us 
through the greatest fishermen in the 
world who fish those boats, many of 
whom have Destin roots. 


Two men have worked for 44 years 
building boats. One day at a time. One 
boat after another. Those boats are 
something that should always make 
“The World’s Luckiest Fishing Village” 
proud.

Husband-Wife Duo Named 2017 Festival 
of the Arts Poster Contest Winners

Tony and Vivian Zack have been 
collaborating as a devoted “art team” 
for more than 22 years in their Destin 
space called Zack’s Sth Avenue 
Art Studio. The unique individual 
styles of these two self-taught artists 
combine to create their signature 
whimsical form of funky folk art. 


The Zacks are always up for new 
adventures and creative challenges, 
and they love to try out new art 
techniques, so they are familiar with 
“firsts.” But being selected as the 
2017 Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation 
Festival of the Arts poster contest 
winners was one first that surprised 
even them. 


“T’m not the bridesmaid anymore, I’m 
the groom!” Tony quips of his first- 
time win in the annual poster contest. 


Though they have participated in the 
Festival of the Arts for 19 years (1998 
was their inaugural year) and entered 
the poster contest from time to time, 
this is the first year they have been 
honored as the winners. 


The winning mixed media (metal, 
leather and paper on painted wood) is 
entitled “Can’t Catch Me” and depicts 
a majestic mermaid clad in a pink 
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butterfly bikini with flower blossoms 
woven through her flaming hair as 
she floats effortlessly in emerald 
waters amid turtles and sea swirls. 


As the poster art contest winners, the 
Zacks will receive a cash prize of $500. 
Their winning artwork will be used 
to promote the 22nd Annual Festival 
of the Arts by being prominently 
showcased on the official festival 
poster, postcards, the festival guide, 
t-shirts and souvenirs, on the MKAF 
website, Facebook page and more. 


This creative couple met in 1994 
as employees of Big Kahuna’s in 
Destin, where Tony, a carpenter 
by trade, carved many of the 
attraction’s wooden tiki-style pillars 
and sculptures from a chainsaw. 
Vivian has moved on from her stint as 
a gem assayer for a mining attraction 
no longer in operation, but Tony still 
works there full-time overseeing all 
daily maintenance. 


Before trying her hand at a few 
different entrepreneurial businesses 
along the Emerald Coast, Vivian 
entertained audiences all over the 
nation (and on cruise ships) as a 
professional singer. Now she focuses 
her time on the couple’s artwork and 
custom commissions, taking the lead 
on their line of Zack Cats—whimsical 
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canisters and mugs depicting the 
likeness of the couples’ cat, Kiki. 


Making art together was always 
by design. “We were looking for 
something we could do together as an 
outlet for our creativity,” says Vivian. 
“Now it is our passion.” 


When they are not collaborating on 
a new direction for their artwork, 
you can find this good humored, 
gypsy-hearted couple traveling cross- 
country by car. 


“We stay off the interstate and try 
different routes. If the map says itl 
take three days, we'll spend eight 
enjoying the sights along the way,” 
Tony says. 


“When you travel, you see things 
differently when you come home, and 
that’s what makes our art what it is. 
We have different creative minds that 
combine when we collaborate on art,” 
adds Vivian.

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CAA Launches Nation’s First 
Underwater Art Museum 


The Cultural Arts Alliance of Walton 
County (CAA), in partnership with 
the South Walton Artificial Reef 
Association (SWARA) and support 
from the National Endowment for the 
Arts, will join two of South Walton’s 
most beloved attractions—the arts 
and the Gulf of Mexico—with the 
introduction of the Underwater 
Museum of Art (UMA), North America’s 
first underwater permanent sculpture 
exhibit. 


The UMA is the first presentation 
of the CAA’s Art In Public Spaces 
Program and will augment SWARA’s 
mission of creating marine habitat 
and expanding fishery populations 
while providing enhanced creative, 
cultural, economic and educational 
opportunities for the benefit, education 
and enjoyment of residents, students 
and visitors in South Walton. 


Currently, Gulf coastal waters off 
Walton County are 95 percent barren 
sand flats. Deployment of sculpture 
as artificial reefs will provide a source 
of biological replenishment and 
protective marine habitat where none 
exists. The UMA will be deployed with 
SWARA’s existing USACOA and FDEP 
permitted artificial reef project that

includes nine near-shore reefs located 
within one nautical mile of the shore 
in approximately 50-60 feet of water. 
A one-acre permit patch of seabed off 
Grayton Beach State Park has been 
dedicated to the CAA for the purpose 
of a permanent underwater sculpture 
exhibit. 


The first phase of the UMA will 
include up to six pieces of sculpture. 
The CAA is calling for local, national 
and international artists to submit 
work for consideration for the first 
installment and permanent exhibition. 
Sculptures must be created above 
ground and delivered directly to the 
deployment area where each will be 
attached to a grouper box/reef. 


The sculptures will then be transported 
by ship to the gulf and carefully sunk 
to the floor where they will become 
a base to which an artificial reef will 
form, attracting marine life and divers.

Luke Langford Makes Country Cool Again

Luke Langford has created a country 
music tour de force with the newly 
rebranded Luke Langford Band (formerly 
Luke Langford & the 331 South Band). 
The band name was recently shortened 
with the hopes that it would be easier 
to market and tour under beyond 
Beachcomberland, as Langford has his 
sights on a pretty big future. 


It’s worth mentioning that cowboy 
boots and worn jeans aren’t for show. 
Langford can be found on the family 
farm most days, the popular Cypress 
Cattle & Produce in Freeport. We 
actually conducted the interview while 
he was heading out to deliver a load of 
lumber to a customer. 


Surprisingly, Langford only recently 
stepped behind a mic. “I never sung 
a note or played in front of anybody 
until I was 31,” he says. “I was very 
professionally minded throughout my 
20s. I got started running the family 
farm and got busy with that. 


“When I came home from college, the 
farm needed a little work and some help 
getting back up to speed. My dad wasn’t

this pressure of legacy...when I came 
home, I put my nose to the grind on 
that and really leaned in.” 


Although Langford had a Taylor 
guitar, it wasn’t until he built his own 
family that he began to reconnect 
with music. “When I had my two boys 
and started doing bath time routines 
for them, I got my guitar and started 
playing again. 


“1 don’t remember the circumstances 
around it,” Langford admits, “but 
somehow I ended up at a Redd’s Fueling 
Station on open mic night.” 


That’s all it took for Langford to get 
hooked on performing. The first 
incarnation of the band came together, 
and the nameless group booked their 
first show. “I think my first actual gig 
was at 4C BBQ at DeFuniak Springs,” 
says Langford. “I’ve always loved 
themed events, and we didn’t have a 
name for the band. So we said screw 
it, and the first gig would be a Name 
That Band gig. 


“On the breaks, we had this big tip jar 
and you'd roll up this piece of paper

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and write what you think the name of 
the band should be. And they were all 
horrible. They were so bad.” 


After nixing the suggestions, they 
put their heads together and dubbed 
themselves the 331 South Band. 


“T had no idea that country music 
would be as popular down there as 
it has been,” says Langford. “I’m still 
learning as I go, as far as the music 
scene.” 


The band won Best Country Artist at 
the 2017 Beachcomber Music Awards. 
“T had no expectations going in. I was 
really honored... It was nice to be 
recognized. We don’t take it for granted, 
and we don’t take it lightly. What you 
guys do with Beachcomber, it helps 
establish a music scene—to be a part 
of that and be labeled as the best 
country band, we will take it anytime 
we can get it.” 


Although Langford’s name being front 
and center, he is quick to praise his 
bandmates. “I have guys around 
me that are just complete and total 
badasses.” The lineup currently 
includes Langford on guitar and vocals, 
Clayton Lancaster on guitar and vocals, 
multiple Beachcomber Music Award 
winner Matt Miller on fiddle, Jon Webb 
on bass and vocals, and Scott Fryer on 
drums and vocals. 


Fryer is the newest addition—he joined 
the band in late May. “Scott is a pro,” 
says Langford. “His effort leaning into 
this project with little to no notice—he 


learned 60, 70 songs to the T in two 
to three weeks. He put a monumental 
effort into it out of the gate, and he’s a 
phenomenal drummer. 


“We play four or five nights a week, and 
Ican’t imagine doing it any other way. I 
wouldn't trade that for anything. I love 
playing live—getting up in a bar, having 
that place burn to the ground, packing 
it out and watching people have a good 
time. That’s just where I want to be.” 


There is also an album on the horizon. 
Recording and releasing it are a matter 
of timing. “When you play four to six 
nights a week, you can’t (record),” says 
Langford. “We’re all trying to make 
sure we take care of the home front, 
and most of us have day jobs. I want 
this stuff recorded yesterday, but in 
the interest of putting out best foot 
forward... 


“Whenever it is, I want it to be a good 
representation of the band and the 
sum of all its parts. We got something 
here that we want to hang onto, and I 
want to make sure that a solid record 
is put out.” 


The Luke Langford Band’s shows are 
slowly becoming part of local legend, 
mixed with a fair amount of tequila 
shots. “It is a lot of fun. If someone 
is coming out to see our show, they 
probably want to wear comfortable 
shoes because we love to see people 
dance.”

Broadcasters Pay Conjugal Visit to the Coast

After spending a year as a London-based TV 
shopping channel host plus several more in 
Chicago as a television reporter and burlesque 
performer, Aly Bockler—better known by her 
1990s radio handle, Back Door Aly—is back. 
And it’s all because her longtime friend, local 
radio personality Kevin McKay, said those 
four little words that were music to her ears: 


“Let’s start a band.” 


“(It) was just what I needed to make the move 
down here,” says Bockler, who became a local 
resident once again as of April 1. McKay stayed 
true to his word, and the current and former 
99Rock jocks wasted no time getting a band 
together that includes Habitual Offender’s 
former bass player Marcus Byrd and electric 
guitarist Michal Scott.

McKay, who began his musical career fresh out 
of college as a drummer with the Texas band 
Ocean X, is back on the skins while Bockler 
unsurprisingly fronts the band as lead singer, 
usually while strumming a guitar. 


Though they aren’t ones to rest on their 
broadcasting laurels, it was a famous music 
industry connection, Jesse James Dupree, 
who nonetheless proved instrumental when 
choosing the band’s name, Conjugal Visit. 
“He’s a friend,” says Aly of the Jackyl lead 
singer. After being given a list of names to pick 
from, she says, “he chose this one — Conjugal 
Visit — so that’s what we went with.” 


In keeping with the band’s name, as well as 
Bockler’s colorful burlesque history, she'll 
perform in a provocative warden’s costume 
along with a mic that doubles as a nightstick. 
The other band members will be dressed in 
prison stripes on a stage decorated with chain 
link and barbed wire. 


Likewise, the music will offer some edgy twists. 
“We're going to play rock, but we’re going to 
do some different stuff, too,” McKay says, 
describing how the band is currently working 
to add some amped-up flair to a variety of cover 
songs, including Young MC’s “Bust A Move.” 
The locals know that one as McKay’s signature 
karaoke song. 


Meanwhile, the band is weathering frequent 
practice sessions in the summer heat while 
admittedly sweating their September public 
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debut—literally and figuratively. “There’s no 
air conditioning and it gets really hot,” Aly 
says, describing their rehearsal space. This 
summer they stepped up their efforts to ensure 
a favorable first impression. “Because we're in 
broadcasting,” she says, “people are going to 
know who we are. They’re going to be expecting 
more of us.” And Conjugal Visit intends to 
deliver. 


But it won’t be an act so over-the-top it will 
prevent booking younger fans of McKay’s radio 
show. After giving more than a few kids their 
15 seconds of fame by allowing them quick on- 
air sound bites as they tour the studio, McKay 
now has a recurring tweenaged sidekick who 
even has his own radio handle, “Lil Sean.” 
Sean has also attended the new band’s 
practice sessions, complete with electric guitar 
in hand. 


Bockler is simultaneously working at putting 
together a separate burlesque act resembling 
the one she left behind in Chicago, featuring 
music, dance, some joke telling and plenty of 
feathers, sequins and tassels. She also can be 
heard a few times a week co-hosting McKay’s 
daily Hair Club segment. 


As for McKay—who’s been known to pick up 
the sticks to drum with other bands playing 
the area—don’t look for him to give up his 
longstanding on-air position, no matter how 
many bookings his new band scores. “I love 
radio,” he says. “And the band—this is just 
something on the side.”

As the song’s title suggests, 
it’s time to kill the character Jay-Z 
and allow his true self, Shawn Carter, 
to manifest.

SWIM — The Great Florida Hurricane Barrier 


By Wynn Parks 


“Science faction” writers like Jules 
Verne have demonstrated an uncanny 
ability to envision, perhaps determine, 
the direction of technological and 
social development via aluminized sails 
propelled by solar winds and dystopian 
politics in drug-controlled societies... 
all regarded as farfetched in their time. 


Even with that historical precedent, 
the writer hesitantly ventures the 
observation that for many along the 
Florida Gulf Coast, hurricane season 
has lost its romantic ambience and 
devolved into a seasonal game of dodge 
ball with the ball being a 100-mile-an- 
hour wind. Most would agree that a 
remedy is needed for the dreary chores 
of hammer and nail, the dismal shifting 
of potted plants out of the wind, the 
frenzied jockeying for gas-pumps— 
ultimately, a sorely needed respite from 
the yearly ravishment of our coast by 
foreign-spawned storms. 


Simply put, we need a way to stop 
hurricanes coming to our shores. 


Since the concept of constructing 
hurricane barriers to protect our 
coast has been neither conceived nor 
considered by government or private 
corporations, the writer hopes—with 
the assistance of geophysicist and 
illustrator John C. Holden—to plant a 
seed that in this age of looming climate 
change will benefit cyclone regions 
globally. 


Both members of our ad hoc Surface 
Water Intervention Mechanisms 
(SWIM) team are trained scientists. To 
wit, Professor Holden and the writer 
are fellows in good standing of the 
International Stop Continental Drift 
Society. Both have extensive experience 
with years of collaborative geological 
“mind experiments.” Holden is a former 
NOAA Geologist, the writer a home 
brewmeister who majored in physics 
and chemistry. 


The SWIM project is this group’s 
proposal to establish the Florida 
Gulf Coast’s first hurricane barrier. 
While appearing gargantuan in 
scope, in principle it is a relatively 
simple undertaking—well within the 
technological scope that the oil industry 
has demonstrated in the establishment 
of its deep-water oil well heads. 


Embedded within the collective 
consciousness of most Floridians is 
the knowledge that the temperature 
of the Gulf waters determines whether 
any given storm will fizzle or intensify. 
Eighty degrees Fahrenheit is the critical 
temperature. So the simple principle 
upon which the proposed hurricane 
barrier would operate is to cool the 
water in the path of a storm, with 


surface water temperature lower than 
80 degrees. 


Though the average depth of the Gulf of 
Mexico is 5,000 feet, the Sigsbee Deep 
in the middle of the Gulf basin reaches 
a depth of 12,000. Water temperatures 
drop off with depth, and approach 
freezing at the bottom. From 300 feet 
to the surface is what’s called the Gulfs 
Summer Thermocline. That layer acts 
as the heat source upon which storms 
feed. So the cooling of the upper layer 
of water could be accomplished by 
pumping deep “benthic” waters into the 
upper 300 feet of surface water. 


In the proposed SWIM project, cool water 
would be lifted into the Thermocline 
by Benthic Siphons—large, concrete 
chimneys resembling nuclear power 
plants, with diameters as large as a 
football field is long; enclosing turbines, 
the size of oil-tanker propellers. The 
impracticality of cooling the Gulf’s 
entire 615,000-square-mile surface 
goes without saying, but topographic 
maps of the Gulf’s floor reveal that, 
aside from storm tracks crossing dry 
land, the Gulf basin offers only two 
primary open water routes into it. 


To the east, the Florida Straits, along 
the north coast of Cuba, lead from the 
Atlantic into the Gulf, and to the south is 
the Cuba-Yucatan Strait leading in from 
the Caribbean. It is the contention of the 
SWIM team that, by establishing parallel 
arrays of Benthic Siphons in these 
two relatively shallow straits, a large 
percentage of the storms entering the 
Gulf of Mexico might be either dissipated 
or degraded. As the technology and 
experience in establishing Benthic 
Siphon arrays progress, additional 
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Benthic syphons 


B.S. arrays might be added along the 
U.S. Gulf Coast itself, not to mention 
other such continental shelving as the 
Yucatan Banks. 


Power supply to those B.S. array 
fields would be routine, since it would 
utilize “old” technology, and the initial 
investment in marine cable between the 
volcanically active subduction zone in 
the Antilles would be quickly returned 
by the renewable and abundant 
geothermal power available there. 


The environmental impact of the 
proposed hurricane barriers would, 
logically, be negligible, since the 
appropriate B.S. field would be 
activated in the paths of storms for

short durations only, and the regions 
of surface water affected would never 
need to be outside the normal yearly 
temperature variation of Gulf waters. 


As mentioned above, the expertise to 
undertake the SWIM project is well 
within current U.S. oil spill technology. 
However, financial resources for a 
SWIM Project would probably be 
beyond the taxpayers of Florida alone. 
As beneficiaries, the other Gulf Coast 
states might be called upon to share 
the expenses of a hurricane barrier. 


Certainly Mexico, a major beneficiary 
with an eastern coast three and a half 
times that of the U.S., plus lower labor 
costs, would be an ideal investor as well.

Preparing Your Puppy 


for Retriever School

So, i’m a new dog mom. 


Hunter and I picked him up in April of this year in hopes 
of training him to retrieve ducks, trail blood (for deer), 
and shed hunt. You’re probably thinking we have high 
hopes, right? 


Well, we do. We picked up our little black lab, Bay, from 
River Bottom Retrievers in Orange Beach, Alabama and 
plan to drop him back off for training when he hits his 
six-month mark. Although he is going to get trained, 
there are still numerous things that you must do with 
your pup to ensure that he is ready for hunting school. 


Believe it or not, I’ve known many people who have had 
their dogs denied because they lacked obedience or drive. 


BASIC OBEDIENCE 

When you bring your dog to school, he should at least 
know the basics—being potty trained and kennel trained, 

heel, sit and stay, lay down and come. Without these 
basics, it’s difficult for the trainer to begin working with ’ 
your dog on retrieving. 
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WALK/RUN 
Keeping your pup on a schedule walking and running is of the 
utmost importance. Walking your dog on a leash—preferably a 
choke collar—is the best way to teach the commands “come” and 
“here.” When they stray away from you, the collar will choke them, 
and they will naturally want to release that tension. Show them 
how by loosening the collar and walking alongside them. 


Labrador Retrievers are especially known to have a lot of energy. 
As the owner, you must ensure that your dog either has a large 
area in which to run around or is able to get exercise daily by 
running. 


PLAY FETCH 

Get your dog seasoned with retrieving an object and bringing it 
back to you. You can take it to the next step by telling your dog 
“sit,” holding your dog back while you throw the object and let 
him retrieve the object when you point your arm and say “back.” 
Always have treats, and praise your dog when he does it right. 


WATER TRAINING 

Get your dog used to being in the water—a pool, the bay, a lake, 
etc. It came easy with Bay, as he gets in the pool every time 
he heads out the door. We have a water bug on our hands. 
Along with getting him used to the water, get a floating retriever 
dummy and have him fetch the object in the water. 


Here’s another tip. Instead of purchasing treats, just get a Ziploc 
and fill it with a handful of dog food. This is healthier for your dog 
and much less expensive.

Such factors as the financial crisis and 
tougher lending policies, as well as 
student loan debt, have all contributed 
to delayed home buying activity by 
millennials. A majority of this segment 
of the population has delayed “major 
life events” such as buying a home, but 
that could be about to change—and 
this might have a major impact on a 
housing market that is struggling to 
meet current demand. 


Currently starter homes, which are 
favorable to first-time homebuyers, are 
in short supply. In fact, when doing our 
research, we found five single-family 
homes in Destin available for purchase 
under $250,000. 


When it comes to calculating the effect of 
millennials and first-time homebuyers 
on the market, lower inventories 
plus high demand equal declining 
affordability. With fewer homes for 
sale, and more aging millennials ready

ready to buy, they research agents 
on social media and often contact 


them by text. 


When millennials ask questions, 
they want answers quickly. 
Subsequently, real estate agents 
have adapted by using the latest 


real estate apps and software. 


One great thing about millennials 
is they are more optimistic about 
buying real estate than prior 
generations. More than 80 percent 
of millennials want to invest in a 
home, and 90 percent use a real 


estate agent. 


In coming years, the biggest 
challenges millennial homebuyers 
will face are finding homes they 
want, in the locations they desire, 
at prices they can afford. That’s 
where real estate agents’ insight,

to enter the home market increasing 
demand, home prices are on the rise.

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The sound of crunching snow under 
your feet is a wonderful sound for most 
of us, but it created a very different 
emotion for then-Lieutenant Sam 
Lombardo in December 1944. 


During the first days of the infamous 
Battle of the Bulge, Lombardo had 
personally taken on the task to lead his 
platoon across a minefield—one that 
had left two previously tasked soldiers 
bleeding, moaning and wounded in 
the snow. 


“I told my sergeant to go ahead across 
the field and right in front of me he 
collapses,” explains Lombardo. “And 


at this point, I thought, Iam the leader 


here, and it’s my time to lead.” That’s 
exactly what he did. For nearly 300 
yards, step by step, Lt. Lombardo heard 
the crunch, crunch, crunch of snow as 
his boot broke through the layers of icy 
mixture to find solid ground and the 
relief of no explosion below it. 


For hundreds of steps, Lombardo 
endured the repetitive stress. At the 
end of the field, he looked back, feeling 
blessed to still be alive, as others 
followed safely in his footsteps. Like all 
heroes, this was not the only instance 
of saving lives Lombardo exhibited 
without thoughts of his own safety. 


A Silver Star and two Bronze Stars, 
a thankful wounded lieutenant 
rescued at night, repairing downed 
communications lines wherever he saw 
them, even leading a bayonet charge 
across an open field...

accomplished all of these, but it wasn’t 
just these heroic battlefield acts that 
set Lombardo apart from others. 


After six months of repeatedly being 
denied his request for an American 
flag, Lt. Lombardo led his company in 
creating their own Stars and Stripes from 
scrap materials and captured German 
flags. This simple flag led the troops 
that fought for control of the Remagen 
Bridge, a battle that ensured an earlier 
end to the war in Germany. This historic 
flag was given back to Lombardo by his 
men at the end of the war and is now on 
display at Fort Benning. 


Fighting in World War II was not 
the first time Lombardo experienced 
adversity. He was a preteen Italian 
immigrant when he first saw New 
York’s harbor in October 1929. His 
family had fled the tyranny that had 
taken over his native Italy, but now 
they faced the uncertainty and despair 
of the Great Depression. 


“For me, there was no Depression,” says 
Lombardo. “We just felt privileged to be 
here in America and living free.” He had 
learned early in life how to make the 
best of bad situations and used that to

excel in life. Duty, as well as a loyalty 
to his newfound homeland, compelled 
Sam Lombardo to join the Army’s 110th 
Infantry Regiment, where he soon 
became an officer dedicated to protecting 
the American way. Just 10 years after 
entering this country to escape the 
fascism of Mussolini, Lombardo was off 
to free others from that same tyranny. 


“I was in Germany at the end of the 
war and was put in charge of getting 
the buildings ready for the Nuremberg 
trials and the interrogation of German 
war criminals, which was an amazing 
assignment,” he says. “After this I learned 
Japanese, which is the best thing I ever 
did, I continued my diplomatic work in 
Japan for three tours.” 


Lombardo continued to serve for 23 
years, through three wars, and ended 
his military career as a lieutenant 
colonel. His Army retirement led to a 
second life, one with a passion for doing 
for others. 


“T have been blessed,” he says. “I 
survived many battles and have many 
accomplishments to be proud of, 
but my favorite of all my awards and 
medals is the Four Chaplain’s Legion 


of Honor.” He explains the award’s 
origin. “These four chaplains gave up 
their life vest, knowing it would mean 
certain death for each of them, to four 
soldiers on a transport ship sinking 
from the strike of a torpedo. Now that 
took courage.” 


The Legion of Honor Bronze Medallion 
was awarded to Lombardo in 2006 for 
“extraordinary contribution to the well- 
being of others at the national or world 
level, to world peace, or to interfaith 
and inter-ethnic understanding.” 


Everywhere Sam Lombardo has lived, 
he has been responsible for thousands 
of dollars being raised for many 
charities and inspiring others to do 
the same. A still-spry 98-year-old, he 
continues to give of his time, speaking 
and inspiring all of us while finding 
time to continue to support numerous 
charity events in our community. 


“You just do what you have to do,” he 
says. “You do what’s right.”

Drift in for Great Burgers and 
Shakes at Al’s on the Boardwalk 


Beachcomber Editor Chris Manson 
has lately been sending me to review 
restaurants in the belly of the summer 
beast—not only places in SoWal and 
MidDest (middle of Destin—how’s that, 
TDC?)—but also the Boardwalk on 
Okaloosa Island. 


Sure, they are popular gathering spots 
for summer visitors, and yes, they fill 
up fast, and finding a parking space 
demands patience and cunning. But my 
family and I have had great success of 
late. Mostly it’s a case of clearing one’s 
schedule and getting there early. 


Al’s Beach Club and Burger Bar is 
reportedly the latest addition to the 
Boardwalk’s stable of restaurants 
and entertainment establishments. 
Open daily from 11 a.m. to 2 a.m., the 
kitchen serves a single menu all day, 
allowing complete freedom to schedule 
your meal. 


We got there right at 11 a.m. on a recent 
weekend, so we had a very short walk 
from car to restaurant. If you aren’t a 
Boardwalk regular, pinpointing exactly 
where one restaurant ends and the next 
takes up might require some walking 
and asking questions. Fortunately, 
everyone there is happy to point you 
in the right direction. And if by chance 
you finding yourself walking into a 
room with tables, chairs, and no people, 
wherever you are is probably not yet 
open. 


Al’s Beach Club is a large, open-spaced 
area that fronts the beach, accessible 
by a few steps out and down. Inside the 
club (under a roof) there’s a bandstand, 
dance floor, tables and chairs, and 
a huge bar, command center of the 
operation (and where they keep the 
liquor). There’s also a set of colorful 
splash-equipped toys for kids to play 
on. 


We went a table in the shade but in the 
path of a brisk Gulf breeze. My daughter 
Grace (the Tiny Diner) jumped into the 
splash games with some other kids, 
while my wife and I figured out lunch. 


There are menus on the tables, and 
a large menu over the bar. As the 
name implies, Al’s offers burgers, 
other sandwiches, salads and sides. 
There are two bases—hamburger and 
cheeseburger, with pickle, lettuce, 
onion and tomato relish, plus American, 
cheddar, pepper jack or Swiss. Custom 
toppings (extra) include bacon, avocado, 
jalapenos, and caramelized mushrooms 


and onions. An extra patty can be added 
for a jumbo burger. 


My wife ordered a burger with the base 
toppings and a side of house made 
sweet potato chips, with a cayenne 
brown sugar dusting and a maple Dijon 
mustard dipping sauce. TD got a kids- 
size burger, with fresh fruit on the side. 


Other sandwich choices include grilled 
chicken, tuna, and Nathan’s hot dogs 
(also available “loaded”). I could not pass 
up the tuna, with a side of hand cut fries. 


You place your order at the bar, and 
your server brings it out via a homing 
device. While we were waiting, we 
noticed the place was filling up, from all 
sides and the beach—all ages, many in 
damp suits and wraps. The atmosphere 
was very casual, the staff all veterans, 
and everyone was getting what they 
needed. TD was enjoying the splashing 
and kid-fellowship. 


The sandwiches came, all on brioche 
buns. Portions were generous. My wife’s 
burger was thick and juicy, with just the 
right amount of fresh greenery to add 
moisture and crunch. The sweet potato 
chips were addictive, and so plentiful 
that we had to box them up. 


My chunk of tuna was seared on the 
outside and warm pink as I like on the 
inside. The garnish was fresh pickled 
vegetables, cilantro, green onion, 
sesame seeds and a sweet chili soy 
sauce, hot, cool, sweet and sour. The 
fries were thick and lightly salted, and 
none went home. 


The menu also offers dinner salads, 
and seasonal specials—onion rings, 
fried mac and cheese, bacon gravy fries, 
cheesy bacon fries, chicken tenders, and 
a sno-cone. 
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In addition to its beer and beach 
drink choices, Al’s purveys a line of 
handspun shakes, made to order with 
frozen custard. Flavors are vanilla, 
chocolate, strawberry and caramel, 
with chocolate-strawberry, key lime pie, 
and Georgia peach cobbler signature 
shakes. 


There are also shakes for grownups, 
with rum, bourbon and vodka. We 
ordered a peach cobbler to share. 
Peaches are mixed with custard and 
streusel crumbles, and it’s topped with 
whipped cream and a caramel drizzle. 
Plenty for three, including a giggling, 
wet six-year-old. 


The restaurant, Boardwalk, and parking 
lot were teeming when we left, but we 
had gotten in, fed, and out with ease. 
It’s all in the timing.

I started at the host stand, and 
have since bussed, served, bartended and managed.” 


Josh says being behind a busy bar is where he’s most comfortable. “If I’m 
having fun behind the bar, then guests are having fun. I enjoy meeting new 
people and hearing all of their crazy stories.” 


His hobbies include paddleboarding and being by the water. An avid sports 
fan, Josh roots for the Orlando Magic and New Orleans Saints.
